2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: On page 5, of 
Applicants remarks, he points out that the external light rays that are passed through at 
an incident angle that follows the expression 0 < 24+0.018 x F is not shown by any of 
the prior art because the transmitted light on the prior art light transmitted light from the 
projector and not extemal light.
